T he 
strange actions of the trio attracted his a t­ 
tention , and he watched them for som e 
tim e, but as they finally disappeared to ­ 
gether his suspicions w ere allayed and he 
thought no m ore of the affair u n til th e re­ 
cent developm ents in Court. 


H ou ses W reck ed , L ives Lost aod P rop ­ 
erty D estroyed by a U u rrlcaiie. 
Los A n g e l e s , Decem ber 15th.—In addi­ 
tion to th e dem olition by the storm of 
hotels, houses and roofs in the San Gabriel 
valley, reported Tuesday night, by far the 
greatest disaster, entailing as it did the 
death of two persons and the serious in ­ 
ju ry to a num ber of others, occurred at 
Crescenta Canada, a sm all settlem ent about 
tw elve m iles north of this city. 
T he new hotel at this place, begun eight 
m onths since, was finished two weeks ago, 
and Edw in M. A rnold, a recent arrival 
from the East, took charge of it as m an­ 
ager. 
H is fam ily, consisting of a wife and 
tw o daughters, ten and three years o f age, 
live witli him , occupying room s on the 
lower floor. 
A bout sixteen guests were 
housed in the building. 
T he house was 
built, as alm ost all fram e buildings are in 
this section, sim ply rising from the ground, 
w ithout anchoring or piling. 
T he building show ed signs of straining 
under the gale during M onday and T ues­ 
day, and it was determ ined to brace it 
w hen th e storm abated sufficiently. 
The 
guests and Mr. A rnold’s fam ily also m ade 
up their m inds during Tuesday if th e wind 
kept up they would leave the' house at the 
first indication of its w eakening and seek 
shelter behind a large rock in the vicinity. 
A bout half-past twelve, Mr. A rnold, fear­ 
ing a catastrophe, told his wife to dress 
herself and children, and they w ould go to 
the rock, as it was hazardous to rem ain 
any longer in the rocking building. 
H e 
also extinguished the lam p and lit several 
candles. 
T he storm at this tim e seetu at 
its bight. 
T he rattling of windows and 
aw ful creaking of the tim béis and walls be­ 
cam e appalling. 
Again urging his wife to 
m ake haste, he w ent tow ard the front door 
to see w hat the chances for their escape 
were. 
TH E BUILDING GOES DOWN. 
H e had ju st reached the door and was 
about to open it, w hen, in an instant, he 
was in absolute darkness, m ade horrible by 
the sound ot falling bricks and crashing 
tim bers. 
It took him but a m om ent to 
realize th at the house had fallen and th at 
he him self had been struck down and im ­ 
prisoned in a m ass of debris. 
H is efforts 
to release him self were lutile. 
To add to 
his agony, above the awful noise of the 
storm he could hear shouts for help. 
Not 
know ing how his wife and children had 
fared or where they were, his position was 
intensified by finding his m ost strenuous 
struggles to loosen him self fruitless. 
H e 
was tru ly m iserable. 
The cries and scream s for help of the 
guest in the hotel finally brought a neigh­ 
bor nam ed H olley to the scene o f the 
wreck. 
Mr. A rnold was the first to attract his at- 1 
tentiou. 
Mr. H olley, after considerable 
work, m anaged to rem ove the im prisoning 
wreckage, and A rnold craw led out. 
It was 
w ith a great fear th at he searched for his 
fam ily. 
Above the noise of th e w ind he could 
hear the voice of his baby c ry in g : “Oh, 
p a p a; oh , papa : w here are you[ papa?” 
T he m an worked w ith a giant’s strength 
to clear aw ay the fragm ents im peding his 
way. 
H e called loudly on his wife and 
children, but only once he heard the feeble 
reiteration of his baby's cry for hint. O ther­ 
wise there cam e no reply but th e noisy 
gusts of wind. 
A fter an hour’s work Mr. A rnold, by the 
a 11 • t'V nt e 'c ' f ^ iRPftkA^Wffítre li e'li a tf leftTiis 
fam ily. T hey were found under the tim ­ 
bers and, to all appearances, dead. 


TH E AWFUL PISCOVEF.Y, 
M r. 
A rnold, 
w ith 
alm ost 
m aniacal 
strength, rem oved the debris, and last of all 
a heavy plank lying across his wife’s neck. 
Blood oozed front w ounds in her tem ple. 
T he husband lifted his wife’s head on his 
knee, and w eeping like a child called on 
h er to answ er him . H er only response was 
a w eak “My baby ; m y baby ; w here is m y 
b aby?” 
W ith her lips m oving, as if form ­ 
ing these words, she expired. 
T he ten-year-old daughter. Claudia, was 
dead when found. 
T he baby lay in the 
bed, but although severely cut about the 
head and covered w ith blood, it was safe. 
T he m other and child were rem oved to 
shelter, and the work of rescuing the in ­ 
m ates then continued, and after several 
hours all were accounted for. 
Not one of 
them escaped w ithout injury, and in m any 
instances escape from death was m iracu­ 
lous.* 
A. L. Berry, w ho was in the second story 
o f th e house, was throw n out of a window 
to the ground as the house fell dow n, but 
got otl w ith a few bruises. 
N eighbors attended 
the w ounded all 
n ieh t long. 
W hen day broke and the 
scene ol the calam ity could be seen, a m ass 
of pik'd up broken boards and bricks was 
ail that rem ained of the hotel of the day 
before. 
0TI1F.B PISASTEBS. 
Tw o other houses in close proxim ity had 
been fia,tened to the earth. 
Fences and 
roofs had been torn up and carried h u n ­ 
dreds of yards. 
T he ground was covered 
w ith wreckage, the course of the storm be­ 
ing plainly m arked. 
Mr. A rnold came to this city w ith his 
little child. 
He was prostrated with grief, 
and in telling his terrible experience broke 
dow n every m om ent or two. 
H is battered 
face and tattered clothes, the latter torn 
into strips by the falling wreckage, told 
their own vivid story. 
T he Coroner i.eld an inquest yesterday, 
and the jury returned a verdict th at in 
th eir opinion the construction of the build­ 
ing was m ost unsafe, and th at it was in ­ 
sufficiently braced. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED STORM. 
T he storm of the past few days is w ith­ 
out doubt one ot the heaviest ever experi­ 
enced in Southern California. 
Telegraph 
and telephone lines are down, and reports 
o f devastation are gathered from trainm en. 
In addition to the hotel, w hich co=t $10,­ 
000, at Canaáa, other losses are estim ated 
at $15,000. 
M any people forsook th eir hom es and 
sought refuge in .ih e school-house a t G len­ 
dora. 
Several cottages were prostrated at I’a- 
qnirna. 
In San Fernando valley the loss is $5,000. 
A t San Fernando the roof of the w are­ 
house was lifted off and landed across the 
track. 
A t Lordsburg the new hotel was com ­ 
pletely blown dow n last night, entailing a 
loss of $10,000. 
A t Rialto several houses w ere overturned 
and a num ber of persons injured. 
A t Cucamonga the depot is alm ost a total 
loss, the new hotel a total wreck and a 
num ber of stores, buildings and cottages 
blow n down. 
T he entire country betw een-here and 
Colton has been scoured as w ith a m ow ing 
m achine. 
South 
Cucam onga has 
literally been 
sw ept o u t o t existence, the inhabitants 
fleeing for their lives to neighboring settle­ 
m ents. 
A t m any places along the railroad trains 
were boarded by fugitives from wrecked 
hom es, beating w ith them w hat personal 
property they valued or had been able to 
save. 
T ae orange crop has received the m ost 
serious dam age. 
A t Riverside, San B ernar­ 
dino, th e D uarte and San Gabriel the fruit 
is lying on the ground in untold num bers, 
and m any of the trees have been literallv 
uprooted. 
It will take this portion of th e State 
som e tim e to recover from th is disastrous 
occurrer.ee.

Cleveland could no m ore get the electoral 
votes of M ississippi, Louisiana and South 
C arolina thar, he could those of P ennsyl­ 
vania, \ erniont and Ohio. T here are over 
20,000 m ore colored m en than w hite in 
M ississippi. 
Not less than one-third of the 
w hites 
vote 
the 
R epublican 
ticket, 
and 110 m ore than one-tenth of the black 
vote the D em ocratic ticker. 
T he State Is 
alw ays surely Dem ocratic. They go through 
the form of an election down there, but as 
soon as the D em ocratic conventions are over 
the polls are closed. 
Som etim es there is 
difficulty in getting Dem ocrats to falslfy 
the returns, but w hen frustrated in this 
way they som etim es resort to violence. 
These frauds are perpetrated m ainly be­ 
cause the general sentim ent of the country 
tolerate them .

W e propose an organization w here­ 
by the industries o f the land m ay be read­ 
ily and quietly dissem inated in jilain lan­ 
guage to be understood bv wage earners 
ami wage payers; tariff Ifigli enough to 
reduce the surplus and togive em ploym ent 
to citizens at hom e, to insure a m arket for 
our goods and a living to our w orkm en 
better th an th e pauper labor ol Europe has 
ever know n. 
W e propose an organization

H o u ses Y V reeked. L ives L ost a n d P ro p ­ 
e rty D e stro y e d by a H u rric a n e . 
Los A ngeles, December 15th.—In addi­ 
tion to the demolition by the storm of 
hotels, houses and roofs in the San Gabriel 
valley, reported Tuesday night, by far the 
greatest disaster, entailing as it did the 
death of two persons and the serious in­ 
jury to a num ber of others, occurred at 
Crescenta Canada, a small settlement about 
twelve miles north of this city. 
The new hotel at this place, begun eight 
m onths since, was finished two weeks ago, 
and Edwin M. Arnold, a recent arrival 
from the East, took charge of it as m an­ 
ager. His family, consisting of a wife and 
two daughters, ten and three years of age, 
live with him, occupying rooms on the 
lower floor. About sixteen guests were 
housed in the buildiug. The house was 
built, as almost all frame buildings are in 
this section, simply rising from the ground, 
without anchoring or piling. 
The building showed signs of straining 
under the gale during Monday and Tues­ 
day, and it was determined to brace it 
when the storm abated sufficiently. The 
guests and Mr. Arnold’s family also made 
up their minds duriDg Tuesday if the wind 
kept up they would leave the house at the 
first indication of its weakening and seek 
shelter behind a large rock in the vicinity. 
About half-past twelve, Mr. Arnold, fear­ 
ing a catastrophe, told his wife to dress 
herself and children, and they would go to 
the rock, as it was hazardous to remain 
any longer in the rocking building. He 
also extinguished the lamp and lit several 
candles. The storm at this time seem at 
its bight. 
The rattling of windows and 
awful creaking of the timbéis and walls be­ 
came appalling. Again urging his wife to 
make haste, he went toward the front door 
to see what the chances for their escape 
were. 
THE BUILDING GOES DOWN. 
He liad just reached the door and was 
about to open it, when, in an instant, he 
was in absolute darkness, made horrible by 
the sound ot falling bricks and crashing 
timbers. 
It took him but a mom ent to 
realize that the house liad fallen and that 
he him self had been struck down and im ­ 
prisoned in a mass of debris. 
His efforts 
to release him self were futile. To add to 
his agony, above the awful noise of the 
storm he could hear shouts for help. Not 
knowing how his wife and children had 
fared or where they were, his position was 
intensified by finding his most strenuous 
struggles to loosen him self fruitless. 
He 
was truly miserable. 
The cries and screams for help of the 
guest in the hotel finally brought a neigh­ 
bor named Holley to 'the scene of the 
wreck. 
Mr. Arnold was the first to attract his at­ 
tention. 
Mr. Holley, after considerable 
work, managed to remove the imprisoning 
wreckage, and Arnold crawled out. It was 
with a great fear that he searched for his 
family. 
Above the noise of the wind he could 
hear the voice of his baby crying: "Oh, 
papa; oh, papa ; where are you* papa?” 
The m an worked with a giant’s strength 
to clear away the fragments impeding his 
way. He called loudly on his wile and 
children, but only once he heard the feeble 
reiteration of his baby’s cry for hint. Other­ 
wise there came no reply but the noisy 
gusts of wind. 
After an hour’s work Mr. Arnold, bv the 
i -’ip of neighbors, cleared a passage-way 
and entered the room where he had left his 
family. They were found under the tim ­ 
bers and, to all appearances, dead. 


TH E AWFUL DISCOVERY. 
Mr. 
Arnold, 
with 
almost 
maniacal 
strength, removed the debris, and last of all 
a heavy plank lying across his wife’s neck. 
Blood oozed from wounds in her temple. 
The husband lifted his wife’s head on his 
knee, and weeping like a child calicd on 
her to answer him. Her only response was 
a weak “My baby; my baby *; where is my 
baby?” W ith her lips moving, as if form­ 
ing these words, she expired. 
The ten-year-old daughter. Claudia, was 
dead when found. The babv lay in the 
bed, but although severely cut about the 
head and covered with blood, it «-as safe. 
The mother and child «’ere removed to 
shelter, and the «ork of rescuing the in­ 
mates then continued, and after several 
hours all were accounted for. Not one of 
them escaped without injury, and in many 
instances escape from death was miracu­ 
lous.*

of the house, was thrown out of a window 
to the ground as the house fell down, but 
got oft with a few bruises. 
Neighbors attended the wounded all 
night long. W hen day broke and the 
set ne ot the calamity could be seen, a mass 
of piled up broken boards and bricks was 
all that rem ained of the hotel of the day 
before. 
OTHER DISASTERS. 
Two other houses in close proximity liad 
been fiatiened to the earth. 
Fences and 
roots had been torn up and carried hun­ 
dreds of yards. The ground «-as covered 
with wreckage, the course of the stonu be­ 
ing plainly marked. 
Mr. Arnold came to Ibis city with his 
little child. 
He «-as prostrated with grief, 
and in telling his terrible experience broke 
down every moment or two. H is battered 
face and tattered clothes, the latter torn 
into strips by the falling wreckage, told 
their own vivid story. 
J he Coroner held an inquest yesterday, 
and the jury returned a verdict that in 
their opinion the construction of the build­ 
ing was most unsafe, and that it was in­ 
sufficiently braced. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED STORM.

T lie “ S olid ” S o u th a n d H ow C lev e la n d 
W as M ad e P re sid e n t. 
N ew Y o rk , December 15th.—This even­ 
ing the National Republican Club held a 
meeting at Cooper Union. 
Hon. J. P. 
Lynch, the colored orator oi Mississippi, 
said he was here to speak on the suppres­ 
sion of the colored vote in the South. 
“Bv 
form of law,” he raid, “Cleveland is Presi­ 
dent. but he has no more right there than 
he lias to the throne of Great Britain. 
Cleveland could no more get the electoral 
votes of Mississippi, Louisiana and South 
Carolina than he could those of X’ennsvl- 
vania, \ ennont and Ohio. There are over 
20,000 more colored men than white in 
Mississippi. Not less than one-third of the 
whites 
vote 
the 
Republican 
ticket, 
and no more than one-tenth of the black 
vote the Democratic ticket. The State is 
always surely Democratic. They go through 
the form of an election down there, but as 
soon as the Democratic conventions are over 
the polls are closed. Sometimes there is 
difficulty iu getting Democrats to falsify 
the returns, but when frustrated in this 
way they sometimes resort to violence. 
These frauds are perpetrated mainly be­ 
cause the general sentim ent of the country 
tolerate them. 
Until the people of the 
North get their eyes open these things will 
continue in the South. The speaker’s idea 
of a remedy was to reduce the representa­ 
tion of the Southern States. Then, if the 
colored men could not be represented, they 
would have the satisfaction of knowing 
that their vote was not going to the enemy. 
Congressmen represent colored men who 
are virtually disfranchised. 


A SIGNIFICANT REMARK. 
Speaker Not’es, of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, commended the 
address of Mr. Lynch. The tariff is of 
small importance compared with the ques­ 
tion of hum an rights. 
Cleveland lias 
thrown a gauntlet into the arena that the 
Republicans will quickly take up. 
The 
President issued a proclamation that had 
in it the platform of his partv, and a citi­ 
zen across the water criticised it [great 
cheering], and it spread over the world, 
giving it many readers wbeie it only «-ouid 
have liad one. 
We are not here to desig­ 
nate a candidate, but he thought that 
events had designated « h o the next candi­ 
date would be. 
A letter from John S. Wise, of Virginia, 
didn’t speak hopefully of the Virginia Re­ 
publican vote.

At 1:20 p. m.. after along 
contest involving the call of the roll the 
Convention chose Hon. Daniel J. Ryan, of 
Ohio, tempotary Chairman bv a vote of 15‘< 
to 154, over General Nathan'Goff, of West 
Virginia. 
Mr. Foster, in the course of his remarks, 
outlined the pur. se of the meeting as fol­ 
lows: 
’’We propose to organize to go out 
and beyond individuals in order that we 
may work for some end, some principie 
higher and broader than a single man. 
Hence, we have, by common consent, 
agreed to that jiu-t and only true rule 
that this Convention shall not.' name, rec­ 
oin mend or nominate any candidate for 
office. We propose an organization where­ 
by the industries of the land may be read­ 
ily and quietly disseminated in plain lan­ 
guage to be understood bv wage earners 
ami wage payers; tariff 1,'igh enough to 
reduce the turpi us and to give employment 
to citizens at home, to insure a m arket for 
our goods and a living to our workmen 
better than the pauper labor ol Europe has 
ever known. 
\Y e propose an organization 
that shall discountenance and put to shame 
llmse personal attacks upon candidates, 
where private character and home life aré 
basely assailed and public scandal for polit­ 
ical ends unjustly created. We propose an 
organization that shall say to the 'saloon 
•Be ye removed from politics. [Applause.] 
You who create paupers and insanity and 
criminals shall no longer wield the power 
of the Government in this land.’ This, 
then, is the mission of the organization.” ’ 
Judge Ryan, on taking the chair, said; 
“ We are here to-day to reorganize the 
clubs oi the country into permanent organ­ 
ization. 
We are here to boom the Repub­ 
lican party and not any one in it. We are 
here on a most im portant business oecas 
ion. Believing we must get down to bus­ 
iness at once, I shall now ask your pleas­ 
ure." 
A num ber of Secretaries «•(reilien chosen 
and a \ ice-President for each State selected. 
Tin's was also work and at its conclusion 
the Convention adjourned uutil to-morro«- 
morning at 10 o'clock. 


THE NEW POLICY. 
The Commercial Advertiser this afternoon 
takes this view ; That tl e Convention is a 
ne«’ device in politics by which to secure 
for a great party tlie advice and guidance 
of its local leaders from all parts of the 
land, and says the conference will he ad­ 
visory in its functions. 
The Mail and Ej-prctts says that the Re­ 
publican Club movement is the beginning 
of the development of new Republican 
agencies, of schools of political leaders of 
tactics. 
PRESIDENTIAL FAVORITES. 
The topics covered by the delegates in 
Convention were the tariff question raised 
by Cleveland’s message and Blaine’s Paris 
interview and the persona! choice of can­ 
didates. The canvass brought out prefer­ 
ences for Blaine, Hawley of Connecticut, 
Sherman. Lincoln and Allison. 
The canvass for second choice brought 
out the name of Foraker from several Ohio 
delegates. 
The Post made a canvass among the del­ 
egates, and says; All sorts of opinions 
were expressed by the delegates. There 
«’as a very decided preponderance of feel­ 
ing in favor of Blaine as the Republican 
candidate for President. The Buffalo dele­ 
gations from this State openly announced 
that Blaine was the strongest man that 
could be named.

AN IMPORTANT EEPOBT. 
Special Agent Chalmers was sent to the 
coast by the United States Attorney-Gen­ 
eral to inquire into the workings of the 
Restriction Act. He has made his report, 
say the dispatches, but its full contents are 
not given to the public. It is known, 
however, the he censures none ol the 
United States officials on this coast con­ 
nected with the 1 nitcd States Courts or 
Customs. As the Courts have been very 
bitterly assailed by the San Francisco 
press for their administration of the law 
in Chinese eases coming before them, the 
report of Mr. Chalmers is significant. It 
comes from one presumably impartial,nod 
as he finds nothing to report against the 
Federal Courts, that disposes of the charges 
of the press. Mr. Chalmers finds that 
through the use of the writ of hnlteas cor­ 
pus the Restriction Act is most violated, 
but it does not follow that the Courts can 
prevent it. They may err in judgment in 
holding that a writ will lie to bring the 
bodies of Chinese, refused admission, be­ 
fore them : if so, the Supreme Court of the 
United States will presently determine 
but in the meantime there is not the 
slightest warrant for charging that Judges 
Sawyer and Hoffman are actuated by other 
than pure motives in administering justice. 
Evidently this is the thought also of Mr. 
Chalmers; it has been the uniform view of 
the R ecord-Usion in the matter. Mr. 
Chalmers is correct in saying that it 
is an evil to admit Chinese to our soil 
pending inquiry ir.to their right to land. 
That is admitted on all hands, but until 
the law is amended the Courts are not to 
he blamed for administering it as they 
find it.

The assurance of the President will grat­ 
ify the many friends of Mr. Carey in this, 
his home, and at the same time rebuke a 
spirit in the Democratic party in Califor­ 
nia that has amounted to the bitterness of 
persecution and hatred on the part of one 
faction, against those who have not done 
obeisance to the lifted cap of a would-be 
Democratic Gesler.

The President, Dr. G. L. Simmons, spoke 
of the vote taken upon the market ques­ 
tion since the last meeting, and expressed 
full confidence that when again submitted 
the proposition would be cariied. 
It. J. Merklev made a report concerning 
the recent work upon the ievee below the 
city. The citizens oí the locality, lie 
stated, had subscribed $Ü30, which, added 
to the $500 the Improvement Association 
provided, had been expended judiciously 
in the work, and the levee is now in excel­ 
lent condition, lie thought, however, that 
it would be wise to have a levee district 
formed below the city for the purpose of 
maintaining the Ievee, and eventually to 
strengthen the works by making a drive­ 
way along its top. 11 r. liunger and others 
from that vicinity spoke to the same effect. 
After further discussion of the subject, the 
question of having a road established along 
the top of the levee was referred to the 
Committee on County Roads. 
The C.iair introduced Rev. W. C. Merrill, 
who spoke enthusiastically of the good 
work the Improvement Association can do, 
and of his interest in such work. From 
his observation in the southern part of the 
State, and the fact that carloads of immi­ 
grants are daily arriving from the Hast and 
passing through Sacramento, who on ac­ 
count of the literature they have read from 
Fiat section, and representations made to 
them, do not believe that citrus fruit can 
be raised in this locality, he believed 
bearing orange trees should be transferred 
from yards where they can be spared and 
set out at the depot" where they can be 
seen by all these Eastern people passing 
through the city. This would be more 
eflecthe work than placing men upon the 
trains to tell the immigrants of our re­ 
sources, and should, at least, be added to 
present methods of immigration work. 
Another plan he recommended was to have 
people, who reside in this part of the State, 
write to Eastern papers the facts as to our 
climate and products. Such publications, 
he believed, would soon have a powerful 
influence at the East, and turn immigration 
to us that is now going through to the 
South. 
The work of making a permanent ex­ 
hibit in this city, near the depot, was dis­ 
cussed by the committee and others, and 
progress reported. 
I). A. Lindlev, from the Committee on 
Parks, reported that 125 shares out of 225 
of the East Park property had already been 
secured by the committee as a donation to 
the city for the purpose of its being made 
and maintained as a free pleasure resort. 
He also submitted a resolution that the 
Association indorse the transfer to the city 
and that a committee of three be appointed 
to examine the legality of such action and 
to draw the proper ordinance accepting the 
transfer, and to present it to the Trustees 
for passage. The resolution, after a gen­ 
eral exchange of views, was adopted, and 
A. C. Hinkson, A. P. Catlin and G. W. 
Chesley were appointed a committee. 
The question of improving the Sacra­ 
mento exhibit at the State Board of Trade 
rooms was considered, and the Chair ap­ 
pointed E. H Hamilton and R. J. Merklev 
to act with E. K. Alsip in gathering further 
citrus and other products for the purpose 
named. 
The celebration of the completion of the 
California and Oregon Railroad was con­ 
sidered. and Dr. Simmons, who had been 
selected to represent the Association at the 
ceremonies on Saturday, stated that he 
would be unabh to go. and that D. A. 
Bindley had been selected to go in his 
place. On motion it was ordered that a 
band be employee! by tiie Association to 
piay at the depot upon the arrival of the 
excursion train from San Francisco this 
evening. The Secretary of the Association 
was appointed to make all necessary ar­ 
rangements.

DUDGE-KENDALL. 


A S c a lp e r W ho W a n ts to S calp A n o th e r 
S c a lp e r. 
A man who loans out money at 5 and 10 
per cent, per month is generally looked 
upon as a tough customer, and no one ever 
falls Into his clutches except members of 
the Legislature and other impecunious in­ 
dividuals who are always in straightened 
circumstances and to whom live dollars 
is worth more to-day than would ten dol­ 
lars be to-morrow. During a session of 
the Legislature. Dodge and Kendall, two 
young men who are noted for acquisitive­ 
ness, did a shaving business that panned 
out exceedingly well. 
They were the 
hankers for the law m akers,’ and Dodge 
dodged around the corridors of the Capitol 
dealing out eagles to the statesmen, hold­ 
ing the power of attorney of the latter for 
his warrant and returning only 


ONE BIRD FOR EVERY TWO 
That he pulled down from the State Treas­ 
ury. They were doing a good business; 
they were prospering; they were young 
Napoleons of finance, and, reaching out. 
they gathered in State officials, their depu­ 
ties and nearly all the employes of the 
State Printing Office and book-bindery. 
Once in a while the oilv law-maker or the 
scheming committee clerk would sell his 
tim e for the same month to two different 
parties; but this did not bankrupt the 
scalping firm ; they expected to get caught 
occasionally, and usually made no fuss 
about such trifles, but only bore down a 
little more heavily upon those who were 
more hone3t. As was said before, business 
prospered, and wishing to enlarge their 
field of operations and increase their cap­ 
ital, they took into their partnership a 
young man by the name of Edward M. 
Simpson. They had but little trouble in 
convincing him that their firm showed 
him a short and direct route to affluence, 
and he went in, taking with him $2,000 in 
gold coin. 
Simpson was to be book­ 
keeper. He had been in bnt a short time 
until he told his father that he was a victim 
of misplaced confidence. That instead of 
engaging in business in a respectable firm 
he had entered 


A R K titl.A R “ ROBBERS1 ROOST.” 
His father, a gentleman of high standing, 
ordered his son at once to get out of their 
clutches, even if he had to lose all his 
money. Simpson demanded a settlement. 
Here was their opportunity, and they re­ 
fused to give him any satisfaction, claim­ 
ing that the money had been lost in bad 
speculations. 
They went to Simpson’s 
parents and represented to them that their 
son had foolishly squandered his money in 
rio ms living, etc. This, however, failed. 
Tl.oir statements, so the father of the lad 
says, ail proved to be fabrications. Desiring 
to get the money which belonged to his 
son, the father went to the Sacramento 
Bank, where Kendall was employed, and 
says he laid the m atter before the officers of 
that institution. After a while Kendall and 
Dodge had a row, and to put it in Dodge’s 
own language, it was a case of “ thief 
against thief.” 
Dodge became so angry 
that lie said he would expose the whole 
“ robbing scheme.” 
He went to the elder 
Simpson and 


CONFESSED THE WHOLE BUSINESS. 
He said Kendall had proposed various 
plans for robbing Edward. The first plan 
was to make false entries in the hooks, but 
it was concluded that the young man knew 
too much of book-keeping to adm it of the 
successful carrying out of such a scheme. 
The next plan proposed was to break into 
the safe at night and steal the contents, 
leaving the impression that professional 
burglars had done the job. This scheme 
met with such favor that Dodge was dis­ 
patched to San Francisco to procure tlie 
tools. 
W hen he returned witli the chisels, 
etc., however, Kendall, he says, declared 
that the plan was "too risky,’’ and that 
they would be unable to completely cover 
up liieir tracks, it was then that murder 
was proposed, so Dodge says, by Kendall. 
The plans were matured and freely dis­ 
cussed. In order to beat young Simpson 
out of his money he was to be detained in 
the office at night, murdered and sunk in 
China slough. Dodge says Kendall re­ 
m arked “ tnat is the safest way; 
DEAD MEN DON’T TELL TALES 
Out of school.” 
Mr. Simpson asked Dodge 
to go with him to the police station and 
repeat this cold-blooded and murderous 
statem ent to the authorities, and lie did so, 
relating all the facts to the Chief of Police 
and City Attorney. He also took Mr. Simp­ 
son to his room, showed him the burglars' 
tools he had procured in San Francisco 
when it was proposed to break open the 
safe, and turned the ” cracksman's outfit ” 
over to the Chief of Police, who has since 
retained it in his possession. 
Again did Mr. Simpson appeal to the 
Sacramento Bank, asking them to compel 
their employe to disgorge his ill-gotten 
wealth, but they claimed that Kendall was 
kept there by Mrs. Ross, and they had no 
control over his finances and could not dis­ 
charge him no matter how much they 
m ight desire to do so. 
A PLAIN EPISTLE. 
Mr. Simpson then wrote the following 
letter to the officers of the Sacramento 
Bank : 
Gentlemen: In my interview with you in re­ 
gañí to the m atterof Keudell’s sw indling opera­ 
tion of inducing my Fun to become a partner 
w ith him , I have given you all the intorm atiou 
th at I can possibly procure at present, and not 
being aw are of any action being taken by you, I 
take the liberty oneo more to appeal to you for 
a calm consideration of the m atter iu hopes that 
some action w ill be taken to compel Kendall to 
disgorge his ill-gotten gains th at he has delib­ 
erately robbed me of. 
There is one thing he told Mr. Ham ilton when

A L arge an d S u ccessfu l C om m en cem en t 
D isp lay by th e School o f D esign . 
At the E. B. Crocker A rt Gallery last 
night the Sacramento School of Design 
held its second annual art exhibition. 
In 
all respects it was a brilliant affair, and no 
art classes in the State had a more satis­ 
factory commencement exhibition. 
Be­ 
tween six and seven hundred ladies and 
gentlemen visited the rooms during the 
evening, and the expressions of pleasure, 
surprise and pride in this Sacramento in­ 
stitution were heard on every band. There 
are about six hundred pieces on exhibition, 
over 130 being oil paintings, and every 
piece the work of pupils of the school. 
It is impossible in the space at com­ 
mand to give any 
adequate descrip­ 
tion 
of 
the 
works, 
or 
point 
out 
those of special excellence. The members 
of the school have every reason to be ex­ 
tremely proud of their success. There have, 
during the year, studied with the school 
fifty-two pupils in the regular day class 
and sixty-five in the Saturday class. Had 
the entire 117 attended during all the ses­ 
sions of the year the exhibition halls would 
not have been spacious enough to hold the 
works. The great progress made by tlie 
school in the year must be a source o'fhon- 
J est pride to the instructor and stands as a 
high credit to his capacity. 
In the first ex­ 
hibition there was nothing with which to 
compare to judge of the advance made; 
this year judgment is based upon compari­ 
son wit ii ihe work of last year. The pres­ 
ent exhibition is twice as large as that of 
1880, and far superior to it in results. 
In 
portraiture the most marked advance is 
apparent in draw ing; next in order of 
excellence is the work of the sketch class, 
which ;;; foliage, rock and water tests has 
achieved very superior results. The work 
of the Saturday class, which of course lias 
had but one-fifth the instruction given the 
regular clas3, ¡3 disposed upon the west 
wall of the second west alcove. Ai! the 
other walls are occupied by the portraits, 
cast and figure studies and sketches of the 
regular class. In the library room, in two 
grand divisions, the major portion of the 
work 
in 
oil 
painting 
is 
shown. 
The 
great 
benefit 
the 
pupils 
have 
received from being 
held first to 
a 
thorough 
course 
in 
drawing 
is here 
made convincingly manifest. This section, 
while attracting full attention, did not 
withdraw the visitors from examination of 
the draw ings; both received about equal 
critical examination. Many of the pupils 
of the school were present, and it was a 
pleasure to note the expressions of pride 
and gratification upon their countenances 
as the public judgm ent was pronounced. 
Such an urgent request was preferred for a 
continuation of the exhibition, that it has 
been resolved to keep it open to day from 
10 a. m . to 5 p. m , and Saturday and Sun­ 
day from 2 to 5 p. M.—the usual gallery 
hours—when the school halls will be open 
to the public. There is no fee charged for 
visiting the exhibition ; on the contrary, it 
is the desire to have the largest possible 
number of people to examine it, that the 
public may inform itself upon the merits 
and progress of the school. 
Visitors in ex­ 
amining the portraiture will be aided by 
the statement given last night that the 
work was done in one and a half hours 
sittings, with from three to five sittings for 
a picture ; that the pupils sit and pose for 
each o th er; that all the drawing was free­ 
hand and without any mechanical aids, 
and that the pupils have had, save in a 
very few cases, all their instruction in this 
school.
